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1 . The Election filed 7/3/02 has been considered and entered. Claims 22-39 have been 
canceled. Claims 1-21 remain in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

With respect to claims 8,13,18, the preamble phrase "an electronic device interface 
forming method" is confusing. The claim should not recite more than one statutory class of 
invention, i.e. a method or an article, but not both as is the case here. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Suntola et al 
(4,058,430) (a) alone or (b) in combination with Yu et al. (6,241,821 Bl). 

Suntola et al. (4,058,430) teaches forming a compound film whereby a substrate is 
subjected to a vapor of a first element at a temperature to form a single atomic layer thereon, the 
a vapor of a second element is introduced to form a second atomic layer atop the first atomic 
layer. This is repeated until a desired thickness is achieved and then the layers are heated to 
form the compound film (see abstract and col 6 - col. 7). Suntola et al. (4,058,430) teaches 
partial coverage can be achieved of the first element on the substrate and then forming the 
second element (col. 9, lines 20-60 and claim 7). 

Suntola et al. (4,058,430) fails to teach forming a first element layer and a second 
element layer surrounding or sandwiching the compound layer (interlay er). 

(a) While the Examiner acknowledges the fact that the reference is silent upon forming the 
compound layer between two layers, it is the Examiner's position that one skilled in the art at the 
time the invention was made would have had a reasonable expectation of achieving similar 
results regardless of whether or not the compound layer was formed on a substrate or on a 
deposited film. 

(b) Yu et al (6,241,821 Bl) teaches forming single atomic layer interface layers between two 
layers. The interface layer can be comprised of Si, O, and a metal. A layer of BaO or SrO can 
be applied to a substrate prior to the interface layer being applied thereto and a subsequent layer 
can be applied to the interface layer. The interface layer is applied by chemisorption. (col. 2, 
line 15 -col. 4, line 40). 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to have 
modified Suntola et al. (4,058,430) process by performing the chemisorption layer between 
layers as evidenced by Yu et al. (6,241,821 Bl) because of the expectation of achieving similar 
success. 

4. It is noted that some claims recite materials utilized for the interlayer and whether or not 
they are incorporated in the first or last layers, it is the Examiner's position that this process is 
not "material critical" and that one skilled in the art would have a reasonable expectation of 
achieving similar success regardless of the specific materials chosen.
